50. (New) A pharmaceutical composition comprising the compound of claim 

22 and a pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle or diluent. 
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51. (New) A method of treating melanoma, non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma, 
multiple myeloma, or Karposi’s sarcoma in a patient in need of said treatment which 
comprises administering to said patient a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of 
claim 1. 


52. (New) A method of treating melanoma, non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma, 
multiple myeloma, or Karposi’s sarcoma in a patient in need of said treatment which 
comprises administering to said patient a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of 
claim 2. 


53. (New) A method of treating melanoma, non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma, 
multiple myeloma, or Karposi’s sarcoma in a patient in need of said treatment which 
comprises administering to said patient a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of 
claim 3. 


54. (New) A method of treating melanoma, non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma, 
multiple myeloma, or Karposi’s sarcoma in a patient in need of said treatment which 
comprises administering to said patient a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of 
claim 14,
